Department of Agriculture Finds 
They Improve Keeping Quali- 
ties and Lessen Cost of Product. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—More gen- 
eral use of potatoes in making bread ‘{s 
recomended by the baking specialists 
of the Department of Agriculture. Bread 
containing boiled or mashed potatoes is 
nutritious. remains fresh longer than 
ordinary bread. 

The department believes that in !o- 
calities where there is a surplus of po- 
tatoes, or where they are cheaper, much 
economy can be practiced at this time 
by reason of the high price of wheat 
flour. 

Potato bread as known in Europe usu- 
ally is made with potato flour, which 
is not available in the United States. 
In their experiments the Government 
experts baked excellent bread with: three 
pounds of potato and two and a half 
pounds of flour.

After he had heard her story, 
he himself gave her $10 to get a divorce 
from “her husband, and when this had 
been done, he himself ‘performed the 
ceremony which married her to the other 
man.”’ 

The speaker said there were many in- 
stances of women with children aban- 
doned by their husbands who would be 
drive nto extremities for a livelihood 
unless they could remarry. “It would 
be well,”’ he added sarcastically, ‘for us 

’ to draw our robes about us and shift 
the responsibility to clergymen of other 
denominations.

MANY AMERICANS ABOARD 


Agents Try to Reach Her by 
Wireless—Other Vessels Clear 
From U. S. Ports. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—When the 
White Star freighter Bovic sighted an 
eastward tound submarine in the 
Atlantic. yesterday morning she was 
apparently in pursuit of a Danis 
passenger ship, the Heilig Olav, ac- 
cording to persons on the deck of 
the Bovic, which arrived here today. 

The nationality of the submarine 
was not identified. The Bovic, in fear 
of an attack because of being a 
freight ship, put on full speed and 
headed directly west. At the time she 
passed out of the sight of the other 
two vessels, the Danish boat still 
seemed to be endeavoring to escape 
from the submarine. The weather 
was clear and the Hellig Olav was 
between two and three miles dis- 
tant at the moment she was first ob- 
served, with the submarine about one 
mile to the Dane’s stern. This was 
about 3:30 a. m., when the Bovic was 
approximately 200 miles east of New 
York. 

Many Americans on Board. 

The Hellig Olav left here Thurs- 
day for Copenhagen and other Scan- 
dinavian ports, carrying 36 passen- 
gers In the first cabin, 37 in the sec- 
ond cabin and steerage passengers. 
Many of those in the cabins are 
Americans. 

At the time she was sighted by the 
Bovic the Dane was flying no flag 
but her identity was distinguished 
by her name and the Danish flag 
painted on her side. 

Representatives of the Scandinav- 
lan-American Line said here today 
that the Helllg Olav carried no con- 
traband and that they did not be- 
lieve her captain would undertake to 
‘escape from a submarine. The line 
has sent a wireless message to the 
ship asking for an aceount of the 
cirgumstantes.

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[JAPAN AND RUSSIA PROTEST 
AMERICAN CONTRACTS IN CHINA 


Latter Claims Prior Rights for Bulld- 
ing HRailroad—Former Wants 
to Reconstruct Grand Canal. 

PEKING, Oct. 14.—Japan and Russia 
entered protests today against conces- 
sions for railway and canal construc- 
tion in China which have been granted 
to Americans. 

Prince Nicholas Koudacheff, Russian 
minister to China, lodged a protest at 
the Chinese Foreign Office 
the proposed Amer:can railroad from 
Feng-Cheng, Shansi Province, to Lan- 
chow-Fu, in Kansu Province, alleging 
the Chinese Minister in Petrograd 
rromised verbally 18 years ago that 
Eussia should have the privilege of 
building railways in the vicinity of Mon- 
golia. The disputed line was to run 
for a distance of approximately 400 
miles. The agreement entered into be- 
tween the Siems-Carey Co. of St. Paul 
with the Chinese Government empow- 
ers the American company to construct 


equal mileage elsewhere if the protest / 


holds, 

Baron Gonsuke Hayashi, the Japa- 
nese Minister to China, protested to 
the Chinese Foreign Office against 
his Government’s agreement with 
American contractors for the recon- 
struction of 200 miles ofthe Grand 
Canal in Shantung Province. The Jap- 
anese claim, by reason of their con- 
quest of Shantung, all the rights here- 
tofore held by Germany in the devel- 
opment of that Chinense province. The 
Chinese Government contends that Ger- 
many must be defeated before such a 
claim will hold good. The dispute in- 
volved the Siems-Carey agreement pro- 
viding for the construction of the north- 
ern-half of the Grand Canal. 


HARVARD MAN, AVIATOR FOR 
ALLIES, WOUNDED IN FRANCE 


Norman Prince, Who Quit College to 
Knlist, Suffers Fracture of Both 
Legs—Had Won Honors, 
PARIS, Oct. 18.—Norman Prince of 
Boston, Sergeant-Major in the Franco- 
American Aviation Corps, who was dec- 
orated for. distinguished service last 
week, has Leen wounded. Both Prince’s 
legs are broken, but he is reported to 

be in no danger of death. 


Norman Prince is a Harvard gradu- 
ate who gave up a law practice in Chi- 
cago to volunteer for service with the 
allies. He was decorated in October, 
1915, for destroying a German warplane. 
His machine was shot down in an aerial 
Battle over Verdun last June, but he es- 
caped without injury and was reported 
recently to have brought down two aero- 
planes in Alsace.

Corporal “Victor 
Chapman of New York met death in 
an air ene a German on the 
Verdun front June 24, and three 
months later Kiffin Yates Rockwell 
of North Carolina also was killed 
while fighting a German aircraft on 
the western front. 


TWELVE 16-INCH GUNS FOR 
NEW AMERICAN BATTLESHIPS 


Navy Board Working on Problem te 
Increase Size of War Craft, 
Probably to 38,000 Tons, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Navy offi- 
cials anticipate that American battle- 
ships authorized next year will be built 
to carry main batteries of 12 16-inch ri- 
fles as against the eight 16-inch guns to 
be put on the ships for which bids wiil 

be opened Oct. 2. 

Members of the general board, which 
is considering the characteristics for the 
next battle craft to be designed are said 
to be in favor of radically increasing the 
size of new battleships in order that the 
50-per-cent increase in gun power may 
be attained. To carry 12 16-inch rifles it 
is roughly estimated that the ships 
would require a displacement of prob- 
ably 38,000 tons, as against the 32,000 ton- 
nage of the four ships to be laid down 
next year. 

The first of the larger ships will not 
be laid down in all probability before 
1918.

“These divisions disappeared com- 
pletely from battie. Fifty-five divisions 
ir consequence of thetr great losses, 
were able to engage in combat only 
twice, 15 divisions three times and only 
one was able to engage in combat four 
times. Four divisions had suffered so 
severely after their second engagement 
that it was necgssary to send them to 
quiet sectors, but on erflical days they 
were again thrown fn.” 

“A Russian official at Kiev, according 
to a Swiss paper, numbers the Ruasian 
casualties from June 1 to Oct, 2 at %%,- 
000 officers and 922,500 of other ranka, 
or 1,000,000 tn round figures. These 
gigantic figures are comprehensible only 
if the great Russian losses before sep- 
sectors of our front are consid- 
Thus the army group of Gen. von 
Linsingen, which holds one-sixth of the 
eastern front, inflicted losses in the 
month of Septernber which are calculat- 
by a responsible authority at 62,000 
to 68.0%. These figures probably are 
below the actual losses.

England’s Attempt to Wear Out 
Germans a Failure, Military 
Critics Declares. 


MORALE IS NOT BROKEN 


Ability to Assume Offensive on 
Other Fronts Uplifts Men, 
Writer Asserts. 


BHRLIN, Oct. 4—(By wireless to 
Sayville.)—In answer to the views of 
Gens. Joffre and Haig as to the results 
of the Anglo-French offensive on the 
Homme, and also in reviewing the situa- 
tion on other fronts, the military critic 
of the Overseas News Agency, a semi- 
official bureau, writes: 

“Just as Gen. Joffre did, Gen. Halg 
now feels obliged to strike a balance 
of the Somme battle. His review of 
the result of the battle, which already 
has waged more than three months, 
was published a few days ago. In it 
the British commander takes a view 
curiously opposite to that taken by the 
¥rench commander, who considers the 
gain of terrain as the main result. 

“The British General says: 

“ "The uninterrupted, systematic pres- 
sure of the entente armies must finally 
exhaust the morale and material forces 
of the central powers, especially as to 
the existing reserves of war material.’ 

“This so-called strategy of wearing 
out their opponents, through which 2 
great decision of the war was expected, 
however, has accomplished very little, 
as proved by the great successes gained 
by the Central Powers, who still have 
guch forces at their disposal that they 
are able to carry out thelr offenses. 
Thus it is evident that their reserves 
cannot be exhausted, but rather there 
must still exist a considerable abund- 
ance of forces. 

“The glorious victories by thege troops 
in the Balkans and in Transylvania, 
after the heavy fighting on the Somme 
and tn Galicia further proves that their 
morale cannot have been lowered by 
systematic pressure, but rather must 
have been uplifted. 

“That German troops cannot take the 
offensive when other troops take the of- 
fensive in other war theaters simulta- 
neously must be self evident to every- 
one who knows the extension of the 
fronts on which Germany fights. 

"The entente repeats from time to 
time the claim that Germany is ex- 
hausted, but this is merely empty words 
and advertising in order to impress neu- 
trals and to stimulate their own nations 
and armies. The victorious defense in 
the east and west ahd the energetic 
offensive of the central Powers in Tran- 
sylvania and the Balkans prove better 
than words the fact that the forces and 
military superiority of the central Pow- 
ers are unshaken. 

“England hopes to wear out the Ger- 
man forces by the present offensive on 
the Bomme, but this can now be consid- 

ered a failure.’

PLACED ON BALLOT 


City Counselor Holds Office of 
Collector Can’t Be Filled 
in November. 


Edward Foristel, one of the attorneys 
for City Collector Edward Koeln, asked 
the Board of Election Commissioners 
today whether Koeln, who was yester- 
day nominated by the Republican City 
Committee for re-election, can be placed 
on the ballot for the November election. 

The board immediately asked City 
Counsellor Daues for an opinion. The 
City Counsellor says he will advise the 
board that Collector Koeln is a city offi- 
cer, subject to the city charter, and 
therefore cannot be placed on the ballot 
for the November election. 

If the board, on the Counsellor’s ad- 
vice, refuses to put Koeln’s name on 
the ballot his attorneys say they will 
ask the Supreme Court to compel the 
board to take the action desired by 
Koeln. 

Daues’ View of Case, 

Koeln was elected in April, 1913, at a 
city election, as his predecessors had 
been elected. He was elected for four 
years and his term would, therefore, ex- 
pire next April. The statute provides 
that all collectors in the State shall be 
elected at the State election in Novem- 
ber. City Counselor Daues says that 
whatever may have been the effect of 
the statute prior athe adoption of the 
present city charter, the statute is set 
aside, so far as St. Louis is concerned, by 
the charter. 

kKormer City Counselor Charles W. 
Bates, another of Koeln’s attorneys, sai:i 
today that Koeln takes the position that 
he wants to be properly elected in con- 
formity to the statute. Bates said Koeln 
was not discussing the validity of his 
previous election. 

Fought Efficiency Provisien. 

Several months ago Counsellor Daues, 
at the request of Chairman Rogers of 
the Efficiency Board, filed a mandamus 
suit to compel Collector Koeln to place 
his employes under the efficlency pro- 
visions of the charter, which Collector 
Koeln had refused to do on the ground 
that his was a State office. 
Counsellor Daues holds that if Col- 
lector Koeln fis a State officer he was 
improperly elected the last time because 
the statute to which he appeals as ex- 
empting him from the operation of the 
charter provides that Coollectors shall 
be elected at the fall elections. Coun- 
sellor Daues holds, therefore, that Col- 
lector Koeln, under his own contention, 
wolud be only a de facto officer, but 
that the iegality of his acts would not 
be affected.

Seven Persons Killed, 27 Wounded in 
Air Raid Over South Germany.

JOPLIN, Mo., Oct. 14.—Charles E. 
Hughes told the railroad men of Spring- 
field yesterday afternoon that he was 4 
firm believer in the principle of the 
eight-hour day, and he also told the 
miners of Joplin last night that he advo- 
cated a protective tariff on zinc, which 
would insure permanent prosperity fur 
this mining district and high wages for 
the workers. 
Although Hughes was late for both 
meetings, he was greeted by an audl- 
ence that taxed the capacity of the con- 
vention hall at Springfield and by anoth- 
er audience of probably 8000 under and 
around a big circus tent at Joplin. Big 
crowds gathered at the railroad stations 
at Lebanon, Aurora and Monett in the 
expectation of hearing a brief rear-plat- 
form speech, but the condition of the 
voice of the candidate was such that he 
would not undertake outdoor speeches. 

The Springfield meeting was scheduled 
for 1:20 p. m., but the Hughes special 
did not arrive until after 4 o’clock. There 
was not much delay at Joplin, %8 
Hughes went direct from his train to the 
tent. He left Joplin at midnight for 
Kansas City, and from there went into 
Nebraska for a series of speeches today. 

Reads His Labor Record. 

It was at the request of the Repub- 
lican National Committee that Hughes 
discussed the tariff issue at Joplin, and 
touched upon it at Springfield. He read 
during his Springfield address what a la- 
bor newspaper of Albany, N. Y., had to 
say of his labor record at the close of 
his term as Governor of New York and 
upon his appointment to the Supreme 
banch. This statement praised his labor 
record jhighly. That was what organ- 
ized labor thought of him, he said, when 
labor thought that he was never coming 
pa¢k into politics. 

There is a hig union labor and rail- 
road men’s vote at Springfleid, as larg- 
Friseo shops are there. Hughes has 
learned much about playing the political 
game since hig first Western trip. It is 
apparent that he fs trying to make 
speeches {n each community that will 
appeal to the class of voters who live 
there. He is also much more eager i9 
participate in handshaking events than 
he was a month ago. He never missed 
an opportunity anywhere along the line 
yesterday to shake hands of as many 
persons as possible. He made ap ap- 
peal at Joplin for the election of a Re- 
publican Congressman, something he 
did n»t do on the other trip, in order 
that protective tariff laws might be eé1- 
acted, 

Discusses Adamson Law. 

Hughes discussed the Adamson law 
at considerable length at Springfield in 
an attempt to win the support of the 
railroad .men, who are reported to be 
almost unanimously for Wilson. The 
Springfield audience was comprised for 
the most part of farmers who had come 
in from adjoining counties, and women. 
Some railroad men were in the audience 
After declaring himself to be in hearty 
sympathy with the eight-hour principle, 
he said: 

“Now, this bill that was passed thy 
other day in Congress, known as the 
Adamson Dill, did not apply the princet- 
ple of the elght hour work day. It did 
not establish an elght-hour work day. 
It was not intended to establish an 
eight-hour work day. It did not limit 
hours of work. It did not prohibit con. 
tracts for more than eight hours ot 
work, save in cases of emergencies. 

“It did not interfere with tho mins @f 
duty or the hours of work; it was not 
intended to. Yet, when anybody talks 
about that bill, «embodying an eight-hour 
work day, he tries to clothe the bil! in 
a dress which it does not deserve, be. 
cause fit is not that kind of a bi)l at ali. 
pn = 


the object of this bill was not 
an eight-hour workday in any 
proper sense, but to charge the basis 
on which wages were paid, to leave 
nen working just the same number of 
hours, but by chunging the wage scale 
to give an increased pay. It was a 
wage bill, not an eight-hour bill. 
“When we look at it from that point 
of view, we have several things that 
at once invite consideration. I am not 
opposed to increases «f wages, of course. 
If increases of wages are just; they 
ought to ke paid. In this particular 
case, this hasty legislation led to some 
sxtraordinary results. For the man who 
makes his 100 miles in less than eight 
heurs does not exactly know. I imag- 
ine, where he is, under a bill that fixes 
cight hours alone as the basis of pay, 
instead of hours and miles; but that 
iv a mere detail. If an increase of 
wanes for those who benefit by the 
bill ought to be had, then nobody can 
complain, but you must consider wha* 
you are doling.

“Now, how does that apply? I hare 
this to say from a labor standpoint. I 
am not speaking on the question, wheth- 
er the bill is a valid bill or not, or wheth- 
er it amounts to anything or not. I ata 
talking of it from a labor point of view 
I regard it as a very serious thing for 
labor. 

“Only a couple of years ago the federa- 
tion passed a reaolution that it did not 
favor fixing hours of labor by law, ex- 
cept in thd case of Government .em- 
ployes.

HUGHES DECLARES 
OUR PROSPERITY 
IS BUILT ON SAND 


By Associated Press. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Oct. 14.—Charies E. 
Hughes yesterday took his campaign to 
Missouri, the fourth of the states that 
skirt the so-called “solid South’’ to be 
visited on his present trip. Save for 
one stop, at Springfield, Mo., the entire 
day was spent traveling. The nominee 
at Joplin last night addressed an audi- 
ence in a big tent, making his chief 
theme the protective tariff. 

Hughes told the crowd that the pres- 
ent prosperity of the country was built 
on sand, that “the intoxicated .fancy 
may indulge in happy dreams, but the 
sober thought of the country is directed 
to the day when this stimulant—the 
European war~—will be no longer avail- 
able.’’ 

He referred to ‘‘those who are seeking 
to make political capital out of our 
present war prosperity,” portrayed in 
detail conditions as he viewed them, in 
the United States when the war shall 
end and assailed the Democratic tariff 
policy as a policy which “‘means idle 
plants and impoverished workmen.” 


War Makes Unhealthy Stimulus. 

‘No thoughtful American can view our 
present economic condition without se- 
rious apprehension,” Hughes told his 
audience here. ‘“‘We are under the un- 
healthy stimulus of the European war. 
Hopes are raised which cannot be ful- 
filled. Our present prosperity is built 
on sand. Our exports have jumped to 
fabulous figures because of the with- 
drawal from production of the millions 
of men abroad who are engaged in fight- 
ing. Our trade is not determined by con- 
dition of normal competition, but of an 
abnormal European want. 

“Munitions of war are but a fraction 
of those suddenly expended exports. For 
everything we produce, foodstuffs, met- 
als, manufactured articles of every sort, 
Europe puts forth her hands to fill the 
void created by her extremity. 

“The resulting employment of labor 
on an unprecedented scale and increased 
purchasing power stimulates trade

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EAST ST. LOUIS’ APPALLING TRAGEDY. 
For every parent in the St. Louis {ndustrial 
district with its 1,000,000 population and for 
myriads of parents outside, the tragic story of 
38-year-old Alphonse Magarian will have some- 
thing of a personal quality. They will hope that 
the detection of the boy’s murderers will be so 
prompt and their punishment so swift and severe 
as to prove a deterrent on the abnormal type of 
vindictive degenerate which alone could be guilty 
of so appalling a crime. 

The lad was observed at play near his home 
late on the ‘afternoon of Oct. 4.

A COMPREHENSIVE DES PERES PLAN. 
The plan for enclosing and controlling. once for 
all, the Des Peres, within the city limits, prepared 
by the City Plan Commission with the assistance 
of the Board of Public Service, was outlined in 
Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 

The scheme contemplates a new and adequate 
concrete channel for the stream from Macklind 
avenue to the Mississippi, a large tubular concrete 
sewer, double in Forest Park and single from there 
te Macklind avenue, with a municipal belt road 
on the north bank and a boulevard on the south 
bank, at a total expenditure estimated at $8,019,- 
118, to be covered by a 20-year bond issue. 

In considering this scheme and its probable cést, 
we have to balance against the expense the enor- 
mous losses caused by this stream in the past and 
the possibility of those losses being duplicated, if 
not exceeded in the future, unless we pay the 
price for putting a stop to such losses. 

Last year, for example, 11 lives were lost by the

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NEW ST. LOUIS BALLOT PLAN. 

The last Legislature granted St. Louis a meas- 
ure of home rule in election matters. That is, it 
gave the city the right by charter amendment to 
adopt any ballot system it saw fit for the selec- 
tion. of its own officers. 

Under this enabling act, an amendment to the 
charter will be submitted to the voters on Nev. 
7. It provides for the nomination’ of candidates 
for-city offices by petition, for a nonpartisan bal- 
lot, for preferential voting and for proportional 
representation. 

In view of some disappointing features in the 
direct nomination system and the irreconcilable 
hostility of the people to the corrupt convention 
system we may believe that nominating by peti- 
tion is a desirable method of primary reform. 
It obviates the necessity for. two costly cam- 
paigns and elections. The preferential ballot 
enables the voters to perform two functions in 
one election—that of selecting candidates and 
actually casting the ballots for their election. 

Until the voters are thoroughly familiarized 
with its details, it is wise first to try out the 
merits of the plan in municipal and other small 
election jurisdictions. Whether or not adapted to 
the larger jurisdictions, it seems admirably adapt- 
ed to local uses. 

On the nonpartisan, preferential ballot, candi- 
dates are classified according to the offices for 
which they are proposed and not according to 
political parties, thus giving a nearer approxima- 
tion to the original Australian ballot whose su- 
periority is unquestioned. It tends to minimize 
the partisan influence after, as well as before, 
election—an imprtovement especially to be de- 
sired in city affairs. 

The proportional representation teature has 
bécome almost a necessity, if our present excel- 
lent method of choosing Aldermen is to be con- 
tinued. Election of the members of this city 
board on a general ticket is vastly to be pre- 
ferred to election by wards, but a defect in the 
plan is that when the city goes by a large ma- 
jority for one party or other, it results in the 
choice of a board whose members are all of one 
political faith. The present board, for instance, 
is solidly Republican. Proportional representa- 
tion will insure a minority about as large as if 
Aldermen were chosen by wards. It provides an 
opposition in the body to hold the majority in 
check. 

St. Louisatis should study this workable, well 
conceived plan for giving better election results. 
't will supplement in valuable ways the short 
ballot. feature of the charter and should be 


adopted.

‘y OTHING but the desire to make printed 
N records available to future historians prompts 
us to turn now and then to the war. We are 
sick of it. Still, we experience none of that horror 
which afflicted us when the war was young. Human 
nature adapts itself to all the plagues of life, and 
squeezes some happiness out of its brief sojourn upon 
earth despite everything. Judging by the way we 
feel about the war now, it was prohably possible 
along near the end of the Thirty Years War for 
family groups: to sit out on the front porch on 
pleasant Sunday afternoons and see.a man butchered 
out in the road without even going to the front gate. 

However. The allies say they are winning the war, 
though that is not always as apparent to us as it 
might be. About the time we begin to believe jt, 
tho c.atral Powers hit the Rumanians or someone 
else a terrific swat whicl makes us vrc.ider if we 
can be sure. That very thing happened this week. 
The French and British took their regular 400 yards 
on the west front, the Italians went around left 
end for a- good gain, and the Russians held the 
Teutons for downs. All this would have been rosy 
for the allies had it not been for the Runianians. 
The Rumanians are opposed by Von Falkenhayn, 
who was formerly chief of staff. This gentleman has 
been itching for a long time to prove that it is easier 
to soak somebody at a particular place in the line 
than i. is to plan a general advance by which the 
enemy can be driven back on all fronts. It is the 
misfortune of the Rumanians to be in his way while 
he is establishing this probable truth. He has ham- 
mered the literal daylights out of them all week, 
and if there is a Rumanian left alive on that front 
it is because he could go dawn one side of a mountain 

. faster than the Germans could go up the other. 
That is what is known in the Balkans as the gravity 
maneuver, a very important bit of strategy. They 
tell us that a Balkan soldier getting away with it is 
no person to meet where the trails cross. 

At that. The allies are slowly but surely overcom- 
ing the enemy with those imponderables which have 
go fascinated the German military writers when they 
thought Germany had them. Lloyd-George said the 
last million pounds sterling would decide the war, 
and that Engldnd would have it. So it seems. The 
Germans say everything is plentiful in Germany, but 
it probably isn’t. One Wilson enthusiast in this 
country says Germany is being saved from bankrutcy 
by a law. similar to our own Federal banking act. 
Nobody else has claimed that much for the ‘Federal 
banking act. Whether it helps the, potato crop, or 
makes two heads of cabbage grow where one grew be 
fore, we do not know.

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The Origin of Finger Rings 


ROM the earliest period of civilized 
f relationships, the finger ring has 
been accepted as the symbol of 
fideliiy and truth in the fulfillment of a 
pledge, and for the greater part of 2000 
years it_was used as the most conven- 
ient means for conveying the signet of 
the wearer. 

According to Herodotus, the wearing 
of finger rings originated with the 
Babylonians, the rirg of those times be- 
ing of iron. That the custom was grad 
ually transmitted from the Babylonians 
to the Hellenes is certain, the later 
Greek historians describing minutely the 
richly chased gold ringS’ worn as talis- 
mans by warriors on their departure 
for the wars, while at the end of an- 
other ‘century every freedman in Greece 
possessed a signet. 

Coming down to the Roman era, we 
find the freedmen, in imitation of the 
Babylonians and Spartans, bearing their 
iron signet as evidence of the sim- 
plicity of their lives, the custom pre- 
vailing down to the last days of the 
republic. Ambassadors alone were per- 
mitted to wear the gold ring, this privi- 
lege, under the influence of the splen- 
dors of the Augustan era, being ex- 
tended to Senators, Chief Magistrates 
and Iquites. Tiberius, however, jim- 
ited the wearing of the gold ring to the 
possessors of large property qualifica- 
tions. Severus conceded the distinction 
to all Roman soldiers, and under Jus- 
tinian al) citizens, freedmen or slaves. 
enjoyed this right, silver rings being 
worn by freedmen and iron by slaves. 

The third and fourth centuries of the 
Christian era saw the first use of the 
ring as a religious symbol, the mono-

gram of Christ being the most revered 
device, and this custom has in one form 
or another continued down to the pres- 
ent day. 

In the Middle Ages the signet ring 
was held to be of the greatest impor- 
tance in religious, legal, commercial or 
private affairs. Among . betrothed 
couples of the fifteenth, sixteenth and 
eighteenth centuries many rings were 
inscribed with words supposedly of talis- 
manic power, such as Caspar, Melchoir 
and Balthasar, the names of the Magi,
